SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO- A motor- 
cyclist was badly hurt Sunday when he 
ran into a cable stretched across a pri- 
vate road on San Bruno Mountain. 

The motorcycle rider, Fred E. Baron, 
25, of 205 Chapman Ave., South San 
Francisco, was riding on Guadalupe

Parkway at 4:20 p.m. when he struck the 
cable, stretched as a barrier and sup- 
ported on short poles across the private 
road, Highway Patrolman J.R. Steffens 
reported. 

A witness said Baron apparently 
didn't see the cable and was traveling 
about 30 miles per hour. Baron was ad- 
mitted to Mary's Help Hospital for ob- 
servation of-head injuries. 


MANTRAP CLAIMS ANOTHER 
VICTIM 
Dear Sirs: 


Last September your paper wrote a 
very poignant article titled, “Mantraps 
Must Be Outlawed!*, concerning deadly 
chain and cable barriers that threaten 
any off-the-road cyclist. The tragic 
death of Ron Burris would surely bring 
this danger to the public eye, I thought. 
Maybe it would even lead to desperately 
needed legislation. But obviously people 
don’t listen, or care! This boy waslucky 
enough to survive his encounter with a 
steel cable. But he won’t be riding his 
cycle for awhile, if ever again. I myself 
have seenthese nearly invisible barriers 
on several occasions. I’ve just been 
fortunate enough to be going slow at the 
time. Let me say that I believe in the 
right of private property, and cycles, 
like anything else, should not violate 
this right. But the land owners should 
not be allowed to put up any kind of 
barrier they choose, such as these 
chains and cables that are stretched 
across the pathway. They are all but 
impossible to see until it is too late. 
Any barricade should be clearly visible 
at all times, with signs posted safely in 
front of the barricade. This applies to 
local parks and government forests also. 
Action must be taken to get rid of the 
death-traps. How many Fred Baron's 
and Ron Burris' will end up as statistics 


before people realize the danger?

QUESTION: In smooth-track racing, 

(TT or flat track) how 
should one distribute his weight 
when cornering; toward the front of 
the seat or toward the back? 

I like to “cross-up” and broad- 
side, but am unsure of where I should 
sit for best traction. G.M. — Santa 
Barbara. 


ANSWER: By all means, move for- 

ward. on the seat. The 
greatest consideration must be given 
to feel and control of your machine 
when *crossed-up," rather than opti- 
mum traction. Moving forward places 
you near the pivot point (equal dis- 
tance between front and rear wheel) 
and close to the machine's center of 
gravity. This way, you will be more 
aware of how much correction is 
necessary to bring the rear wheel 
into line with the front and avoid 
the painful error of over-correcting 
and * wiping-out." 


QUESTION: How do spark plugs dif- 

fer from brand to brand? 
All of them look similar and seem to 
do the job. J.B. — Sepulveda. 


ANSWER: Each plug is different in 

materials from which it is 
constructed. One will have x brand 
chemicals in its porcelain, while 
another uses y and x. Some plugs 
have an iron core conductor and 
others are made from copper. You 
were right in assuming that they all 
work, but one may be better suited

for prolonged heat and another for 
cold operation. If you ask the manu- 
facturer or distributor he will give 
you a large list of his brand’s super- 
ior features. Listen to them and 
then make a decision as to which 
one will best perform the task you 
have in mind. 


QUESTION: How do I select a pilot 

jet, needle and main jet 
for a “389” Amal carburetor and how 
should I adjust the air screw and 
jet needle? S.R. — Van Nuys. 


ANSWER: There are three pilot jet 

sizes available for the 389 
Amal, listed by numbers 20, 25 and 
30. I suggest you start with number 
25, but a final selection can not be 
made until we attempt to tune your 
monobloc. There are also three 
needle jets, .106, .105 and .107. 
The .106 15 most commonly used and 
will probably prove correct. I have 
no idea what engine you intend to 
use this carburetor on, so it is hard 
to recommend a main jet size. I sug- 
gest you begin by matching an Amal 
jet bore size with your old main jet 
and then select a jet two steps 
richer. 

The air screw is for adjusting 
the engine idle speed. Turning it in 
(clockwise) increases idle speed 
and turning it out reduces the speed. 
Set the air screw at 1% or two turns 
out from fully closed and start your 
engine, keeping it at an rpm above 
the idle range until it is warm. Re- 
lease the throttle and go back to the 
pilot air screw. Slowly turn it out 
until the engine hesitates or begins 
to slow its idle and then turn it 
clockwise from one half to one full 
turn. The air screw leans and rich- 
ens the idle mixture. If it is not 
possible to sufficently lean the idle 
mix by screwing out the needle, then 
obtain the smaller pilot jet. Since 
Spring pressure becomes too weak 
to hold the pilot needle in place be- 
yond four turns counter-clockwise, 
you should obtain another pilot jet 
ifsuch excess adjustment is required. 

In your request for tuning infor- 
mation you forgot to mention the 
throttle stop screw, that isthe slant- 
ing screw located on the side of the 
carburetor body. The sole purpose 
of this screw is to regulate the idle 
speed with a fully closed throttle. 
Before adjusting the pilot air screw, 
turn the throttle stop screw until the 
slide is only slightly open. After 
the pilot adjustment is made, adjust 
the stop screw for the idle speed 
you desire. 

You now have it running I hope, 
so climb aboard and head for an 
open road and we will try to select 
a proper main jet. Slowly open the 
throttle until you are at maximum 
speed and then in one move, or as 
close as possible, pull in the clutch 
and kill the engine. After you have 
come to a stop and pulled off the 
road, remove a spark plug. If it is 
all dirty or black in color put in a 
smaller main jet, or if it is white 
and clean go to a larger size. This 
trial and error method is the only 
correct way to select a main jet. 
The ideal color to look for on the 
plugs center or insulator is light 
brown or charcoal grey. 

Now let's check the needle set- 
ting. If the engine bogs or is de- 
layed in acceleration when the throt- 
tle is suddenly opened, the needle 
needs to be raised a notch. Of 
course raising it richens the mixture 
on sudden acceleration. Having the 
needle too high will not hamper the 
acceleration to a great degree, but 
will cause undue gas consumption. 
If it is impossible to accelerate 
smoothly after raising the needle as 
high as the notches allow, then ob- 
tain a larger needle jet and begin 
acceleration tests with the needle 
lowered as low as possible and be- 
gin raising it notch by notch until 
the problem is solved. 

If you have a dual-carb set up, 
it is a necessity that they are pro- 
perly syncronized. There should be 
no slack in the throttle cables and 
each slide should rise in co-ordina- 
tion with the other. This is all done 
with the cable adjusters. When tuning 
for the idle adjustments, do just one 
cylinder and adjust the mixture on 
the one remaining. After each one 
has been individually tuned, they 
can be matched by listening to the 
exhaust system, or if you have a 
tach, set each individual idle to the 
same rpm.

Passes 


Unanimously 


It was like old times at the District 37 Sports Committee meet- 
ing Thursday, with upset, roll call votes and complaints about the 


head AMA office in Ohio. 


The tip-off that it would be an excit- 
ing meeting came when President Jean 
Carter stepped from the head table after 
reading correspondence and turned the 
gavel over to Vice-President Len Wine- 
land, saying that he had some remarks 
to make and felt that it would not be 
Parcas to be in the chair while making 
them. 


No Puppet 

Stepping to the microphone, Carter 
announced that if he had made mistakes 
in the past he was sorry, but he had 
“always tried to work toward the better- 
ment. of motorcycling but that he would 
not be a puppet for anyone.” 

The races at the Ponderosa and Dead 
Man’s Point proved very successful 
Carter continued, and both promoters 
asked if they might receive AMA sanc- 
tions. At the April District meeting, Mr. 
William Berry, the Executive Secretary 
of the AMA had been present and while 
out here on that trip, Carter had brought 
this subject up to Berry, Berry felt that 
the applicants should either form a club 
and join the District or have a club front 
for them, then apply for the sanctions 
they wished. 

During the same period of time the 
Playboys M.C., who joined the District 
at the April meeting, applied to Carter 
for sanctions to hold Sportsmen short 
track and TT races on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights at the South Gate Race- 
way. Carter said he collected fees for 
these sanctions and sent his personal 
check to Ohio for them. His check was 
returned, the objection being thatit was 
& personal one, not drawn on the Dis- 
tricf'S own bank account. The sanction 
was refused. 

Carter said that Berry objected to 
Trojan Enterprises applying behind a 
club and turned down the sanction be- 
cause it was a professional promoter- 
type deal. This was however, exactly 
the course Berry recommended to the 
Ponderosa and Dead Man's Point 
promoters. 

The Playboys then discussed with 
Dist. Sec. Bill Adams how to re-apply 
and Adams sent in an application with a 
check drawn on the District bank. Sanc- 
tion was granted to one race at Trojan 
Speedway. Carter said he felt that as 
President all business should be con- 
ducted through him, not Bill Adams and 
hinted that if the body didn't have con- 
fidence in their president, they'd better 
elect someone else. Discussion followed 
on the duties of the Secretary-Treasurer 
with the body showing that any time 
letters, paper work or the writing of 
checks was involved then Adams had 
full authority to go ahead and attend to 
these duties. 


Time For Home Rule? 


In regard to the Playboys sanction for 
the twice-weekly events, Carter felt that 
it was a break-down in communication 
with Ohio again and that they didn’t 
know how badly we needed extra racing 
room out here or they wouldn't have re- 
fused the sanction. He felt our problems 
must be dealt with through the District 
and not through Ohio or Bill Berry. 

Pennington (Dusters) said that every- 
one jumped on him and the others when 
they tried to shut the AMA off six 
months ago for the very same kind of 
deals, but now things seemed to be dif- 
ferent. Don Kemp of the Dirt Diggers 
said it sounded mighty like treason to 
him and was Carter now for“Home Rule?” 
Carter said he was because of lack of 
total communication and Kemp brought 
more of a laugh from the body by reply- 
ing, “Well, it’s taken a long time, Jean.” 


A Quiet Rebuttal 


Earl Flanders then quietly took the 
floor to explain the reasoning of the 
AMA as to why the Playboys sanction 
had been granted for just one week of 
racing. Nationalelevel people like him- 
self thought that “if all these events 
were turned over to promoters that it 
wouldn’t be fair to the clubs who were 
the District.” However, if the clubs 
wanted pro-promoted Sporting events 
then they should be given the choice to 
vote for them on the floor of the Com- 
mittee. Otherwise someone would be 
bound to complain that sanctions had 
been given without the clubs being al- 
lowed a say. He felt that twice-weekly 
professionally promoted Sporting events 
might not be good, but the clubs should 
still be allowed to choose for them- 
selves. That was why the sanction had 
been allowed for the week prior to the 
District meeting and only for that until 
the body could have its say. 


Pro-Motion Passes! 


Secretary-Treasurer Bill Adams then 
asked for a motion as to whether Dist. 
37 should allow the South Gate events, 
and Carter made the motion with Penning- 
ton seconding that there be Sportsman 
shortetrack on Tuesday and TT racing 











Thursdays. The motion passed unani- 
mously with 40 plus voting for and one 
abstainer. The Playboys were then in- 
formed to re-apply for all the sanctions 
they would need. 

That subject over,Carter then brought 
off the table from the previous meeting 
the old business discussion about the 
Public Relations office. He made a 
motion that there be a full time Public 
Relations man for the District, Tex 
Myers. (4-Aces) seconding. Discussion 
was called for and Ron Sloan of the 
Rams said that he had been instructed by 
his club to ask just what exactly would 
this job entail before casting a vote? 

Carter spoke on the facets of the job, 
such as when someone complains that 
bikes are tearing up his land then the 
man would travel out there to talk to the 
owner; if a track is having troubles with 
neighbors then they would be contacted 
etc. New track locations could be 
searched out and meetings attended. 

Public Relations Costs 

Other representatives brought up the 
fact that the $20,000 a year estimate for 
the job was a lot of money and where 
would it come from? Auto expenses for 
traveling around our Districts’ five and 
a half counties could run $500 every 2 
months. If the full amount couldn’t be 





raised then the representative would find 
himself out of a job. Kemp of the Dirt 
Diggers suggested tabling the motion 
because of Carter’s attitude feeling that 
he might be unfavorable in the job at 
present. 

Sloan then made the motion that prior 
to voting on this office a full and com- 
prehensive report be circulated among 
the clubs stating our problems and how 
they can be resolved. Kouns (Jack 
Rabbits) seconded. Carter was then 
asked to rescind his previous motion so 
this could be done. He firmly refused. 
LeBlanc (Sidehack Association) said his 
club thought that everything should be 
put into writing .as to what the office 
would entail as this was an important 
matter. Hurd (Foothill Hawks) thought 
that Carter had made a bad display that 
evening and, though enthusiastic, was 
just not responsible enough to go up 
against the politicians and other people 
he would meet on the job. 


The Dist. Gets In Gear, P.R.-Wise 


The whole thing finally came to a 
roll-call vote, but only whether to es- 
tablish the office of Public Relations 
within the District without naming any~ 
one to the post. It passed 30-15. 

Representative Sloan (Rams) then 
made a motion (Allen, Calif. Gophers 
seconding) that a committee be set to 
study and report back on the problems 
and how they should be handled, to make 
nominations for the position and perhaps 
contact public relations firms to see 
how they would handle the problem and 
for what fee as they are professionals 
in this type of project. This passed 
unanimously. 

It was late and the meeting was 
adjourned.

Ask any road racer on the West Coast 
whom he considers the man to beat on 
any given track, and he will invariably 
reply, “Why Buddy Parriott, of course.” 

In this day of super-racers, we are 
generally inclined to conjure up images 
of young and single devil-may-care types 
such as Mike Hailwood, Gene Romero, 
Eric Dahlstrom and Art Baumann when 
we think of the “typical” motorcycle 
racer. 

But rarely would we consider a 39- 
year old diabetic, or a father of nine 
children, or a civic leader for that 
category. 

Yet Buddy Parriott is all three of 
these plus being just about the winning- 
est road racer these shores have ever 


seen. 





Old enough to be a member of the 
venerable Trailblazers, yet experienced 
and cunning enough to hold off the com- 
petition anytime he dons helmet and 
leathers, Buddy has been racing for 22 
years now and has lost less than five 
races. During that time Buddy has taken 
only two spills. 

Starting at age five, Buddy’s first 
“ride” was a mini-bike made from an 
Indian four frame and powered by a 
Cleveland two-stroke engine, driving air 
plane tires. He later progressed to an 
Ariel single to learn the rudiments of 
dirt tracking. Buddy won his first race at 
Chattanooga in 1946 while in the Army. 
At his next TT race in Georgia, he suf- 
fered the first of his two spills. He fell 
off while leading and had to be carried 
home in a jeep. 





second at the Daytona USMC in 1961, 
won the 1964 Sebring FIM race and was 
the outstanding U.S. rider at the FIM 
Daytona race that year. He was second 
in the 500cc class again in 1965 against 
the world’s best road racers at the FIM 
world championship Daytona races and 
has been the number one AFM 500cc 
class champion as long as we can 
remember. 

Buddy is one of the few racers we 
know who can manage to go racing in a 
manner enjoyed by his family of ten 
enthusiastic boosters. Buddy, who has 
served as councilman and vice-mayor of 
the City of Industry, provides the best 
all-around image of a gentleman-racer 
we know of. When we asked him how 
much longer he intended to keep racing, 
he replied “indefinitely.”

Many ofthem weretired as they had come 
up from Tulare the night before but it 
didn't show it in the race which was as 
good a half mile as has been held any- 
where. The riders were happy too, for 
the purse ran $2071. 

Word is that B. Barkhimer & H. Mur- 
rell will run six more races at the Fair- 
grounds in San Jose this summer, so 
watch CYCLE NEWS for the date. If this 
first race is any indication of the action 


to come, it promises some of the finest 
racing action in Northern California at 
San Jose. 

Dick Mann came out the big winner 
and made a clean sweep. He won his 
heat over sid Carlson and Eddie Mulder. 
He then went on to win the Trophy Dash 
and Main Event. It looked like the BSA 
crew was out in force, for the first three 
places in the Expert Main were on BSAs. 

The Amateurs were doing an excellent 
job, with Jim Ashmore taking the Main. 
The Trophy Dash was won by Alex Yerks 
from Minnesota. He also won his heat 
and was a likely man to take the Main. 
He held down third place and Rodger 
Goldthwaite took second spot. 

The Novice program was as exciting 
as any we have seen. Bill Jamison won 
the Trophy Dash and was as happy a 
Novice as anyone has ever seen. Donald 
Harms took) top spot in the Main Event 
with Bill Jamison hot on his rear wheel. 

_All together it was a good race meet, 
with good weather, a good crowd, and 
good racers.

Parade 


At high noon, Ross Cayer and the 
Silver Eagles marshalled the parade at 
the plaza in downtown 29 Palms and 
RRC Chairman Bob Adsit led the motor- 
cycles south on Adobe Road to 29 Palms 
Highway, turning west for a mile and a 
half then north back to Knott's Sky Park.

THE FIRST TIME HAS CHARMS

Although | have reported a couple of hare scrambles in the past, | had 
never actually been a competitor until | entered the Bakersfield Cycliers 
Hare Scrambles. | figured that hare scrambles were for the old men, the ex- 
scramblers who have lost their reflexes and charger instinct and the guys 
who want to do a little fast cow trailing. Oh sure, | knew that some of the 
top desert boys went near flat-out all the way, but they were the exception 


rather than the rule. Man, was I out of line! 


As I stood straddling the front tire of 
my Rickman Metisse (250 variety), await- 
ing the signal which would send us off 
on a seventy-five mile jaunt through the 
Kern hills, I looked up and down the 
long line of scooters beside me. The 
majority of them had big, nasty looking 
knobbies or a set of trials universals 
and I began to have some doubts about 
my K-70's. Most of the riders wore gog- 
gles instead of visors — more doubts (I 
thought visors were the only way to fly). 
Why didn't they wear them? I noticed a 
lot of sweat shirts or sleeves instead of 
full leather jackets. I checked the 
weather and it didn't look like it was 
going to be that hot. 


Drag To First Turn 


Before I had time for more observa- 
tions, the gun sounded. My God, what 
do I do now? I leaped on the bike and 
Stabbed the life into my engine. One jab 
and it fired. I dumped it in gear and be- 
gan the drag to the first turn. First turn? 
That smoke bomb was three miles away! 
I stayed with the pack for a while, tried 
to pick my way through the chuck holes, 
tried to go fast, and attempted to point 
in the general direction of those burning 
tires. It was impossible! I glanced around 
and noticed no one else seemed to be 
slowing down or showing the signs of 
confusion I felt. I dropped in behind a 
Triumph rider who seemed to know what 
he: was doing and thought I would follow. 
No chance pal, this guy must have un- 
screwed his head when he left the line. 
When he pulled out a little, I told myself 
I would just follow his dust. Would you 
believe he was going so much faster 
than I was, his dust was out of sight 
before I could get settled? 

As we hit the smoke bomb, I made a 
quick count and estimated my position 
to about tenth overall. We dropped into a 
narrow ravine and started along, winding 
descent into a sandy canyon. As I came 
out onto the sand I remembered to get 
up on top as quickly as possible and not 
too many riders passed me. We came up 
a steep hill to a skyline ridge and toured 
along in fourth for a couple of miles and 
then dropped back into the sandy area. 
The trail leading down was strictly the 
lock-em-up and creep down type. At 
least I thought it was until Al Hillan 
(whom I had seen stopped along the 
course a mile or so back fixing some- 
thing) came by me on the rear tire going 
like hell. I figured “Why not?” and re- 
leased the binders. To this day I am not 
sure how I made it down there and got 
stopped for the first check. After the 
check, things weren’t too bad, We crossed 
over some pretty steep hills and then 
hit some good dirt road. I had a couple 
of chances to ease off and relax. 

As I neared the home check, my front 
fender came loose and I stopped for a 
quick removal.I was told I was fourteenth 
overall. How or why I don't know. I thought 
hundreds of riders had passed me. ASI 
departed on the second lap it dawned on 
me that I had just gone fifteen miles. I 
made up my mind I was going to finish 
the next four loops and that no one was 
going to pass me. Things didn't quite 
turn out that way. 


A Windshield? 


As I ran along the skyline road, I 
glanced far ahead of me and noticed a 
rider. I mentally made a note to gobble 
him up and set sail. I was gaining on 
him. He was mine. Move over leaders 
here I come. As I roared past the bike, 
my Peripheral vision caught the glint of 
his windshield. WINDSHIELD? I turned 
around and looked — headlight, taillight 
license plate, full fenders. I stopped, he 
stopped, “What are you doing over here?” 
he asked. “The course left the road 
about a mile back.” I thanked him and 
turned around, venting my aggression by 
trying to throw some dirt on the poor 
guy. I got lost. 

As I neared the proper tumoff I no- 
ticed three or four bikes dropping off of 
the road in a pack. I hurried to catch up. 
I figured if they got lost, we could cry 
on each others shoulders during the post 
race bench session. Luckily, they had no 
problems remaining on the course. I 
hung behind them for the remaining loops. 
I did a lot of wishing the last couple of 
rounds. I wished I had a pair of those 
goggles to keep the rocks and dirt out of 
my eyes. I wished for a set of tires with 
just a shade more bite, but, most of all, 
I wanted to get rid of that damnable hot, 
leather jacket. 

At the end of it all a friend asked me 
how I liked hare scrambles. I didn’t hear 
him, I was busy checking the schedule 
to find out where the next one was going 
to be held. 

I must apologize for not telling the 
story of the fast guys. All I can offer is 
the results. I was tied up that day.

CROSS COUNTRY A SMASH

The sun was out and the weather near perfection as the Ft. Sutter MC put 
on their annual Cross Country race. Several hundred spectators showed up to 
watch over a hundred riders compete in the trying and muddy event, There was 
a big mud hole just before the jump and then a fairly long straightaway, a 
slight tum to the right, a hard one to the left and through several mud patches, 
a few more turns and then the mud hole again. As usual there were riders who 
thought it wastoorough and others considered it too tame but toward the end 


of the day everyone seemed pretty happy with the race. 


The first event was the Powder Puff. 
Since there were only two riders entered 
they rode a four lap exhibition race. 
Debbie Jacklin won, neither of the girls 
had any trouble with the mud. 

The next four heats were for 100cc 
bikes with Rick Whitiacre showing the 
way from start to finish. The heats had 
only six or seven riders and it didn't 
take them long to stretch out after the 
first turn.

DRAG RACING 


By Bob Ebeling 


INSURANCE COMPANIES SET LIMIT ON ACCIDENT COVERAGE 


It is hard to determine whether they mean you are only worth half as 
much as the automotive racers or you are twice the risk. Sunday at Lions 
drag strip, a rider with insufficient amount of power and experience, released 
his clutch lever at the starting line and ended up with an uncontrollable 
wheelie that placed rider and asphalt on the same level. His ankle swelled to 
large proportions but he refused to go to the hospital for examination until 
pain and swelling altered his self diagnosis 


The accident seems quite trivial, yet 
if the number of occurrences for one year 
are added together, a rather staggering 
sum can be seen totaled on an insurance 
company's account. It is just such 
minor accidents that have decreased 
our accident and death coverage in com- 
petition events, and also depleated the 
number of drag strips sanctioning cycle 
activities. 

What can be done to correct, what has 
occurred? Nothing! But cycle rlders can 
prevent any further demise of our sanc- 
tioned racing spas. If you have a street 
cycle with less than forty horse power 
output, don't try and break the tire 
loose on the dragstrip’s compounded 
asphalt, intended to give maximum 
traction! 


Get Off Safely 


Slip the clutch! If it is done in a 
correct way, so that maximum rpm is 
maintained, your elapsed time will. be 
just as quick or better than if you had 
Played the part of a tire smoking drag- 
ster. If individuals insist on breaking 
the tire loose, they should set the shocks 
up stiff so that there is a minimum of 
weight transfer and when at the ‘starting 
line, should stand up with the feet on 
the ground. When the clutch is released 
and the tire begins movement, then drop 
back on the seat. 

If the accident rate to street cycles 
continues to spiral, I will campaign to 
outlaw them from drag strip competition 
in order to preserve racing for the de- 
voted racers,

J.C. Agajanian is known to race fans and competitors the country over 
as a promoter of racing events and other related activities. He and his big 
hat are a familiar sight at the Ascot flattrack and TT races which he directs. 
But how did he get started? And what are his plans for the future? Read on: 


CYCLE NEWS: What's an average Friday 
night flattrack payoff at Ascot? 

J.C. AGAJANIAN: Motorcycle purses 
average $2400 at Ascot through the year. 
CN: How many racing events will you be 
Promoting this year? 

AGGIE: Eighty-five last year 
— probably about the same amount this 
year. 

CN: What all does this include? 

AGGIE: Motorcycles, midgets, champion- 
ship cars. Also includes closed circuit 
TV of the Indy races, and flights toIndy 
and back, 

CN: How did you happen to get started 
as a promoter in the first place? 
AGGIE: Well, that’s a kind of a long 
story, but maybe I can make it short. It 
started when I bought my first race car 
and joined the Association and we’d go 
to different race tracks. After the races 
were Over, when we went to collect our 
purse — no promoter. This was almost a 
steady diet. The Association felt that 
maybe if I would promote the races 
things would be better. I told them I 
didn’t know how. They said *We've got 
a thousand dollars, why don’t you use 
that — learn to promote.” So I went to 
the newspaper offices, and I talked to 
Ray Lavely. He’d done a little publicity 
work and belonged to the Association. I 
put him to work. 

CN: What Association was this? 
AGGIE: Western Racing Association. I 
was the president. 

CN: Where did you promote your first 
Tace? 

AGGIE: Southern Ascot Speedway. It was 
at Tweedy and Atlantic. (Los Angeles) 
CN: When was this? 

AGGIE: About 1935 or *36. 

CN: Just what does promotion consist 
of for a big race like the 8-Mile National 
or Sacramento? 

AGGIE: You have to first of all get a 
sanction from the sanctioning body, then 
you have to get your advertising and 
publicity crews to work, then you have 
to get the entries, make sure you know 
who’s going to race for you, and what 
types of bikes. And then track prepara- 
tion. 

CN: Lots of people seem to think you 
own Ascot Park. 

AGGIE: I don*t own the race track. 

CN: What do you think makes for loyalty 
of the crowd at motorcycle races? 
AGGIE: The officials and riders put on 
a show that the public enjoys seeing. 
There are big purses and we have riders 
from all over the U.S, If a rider’s good 
enough —in the top five—he can make a 
living at it. If he wants to get a job, 
he’s that much further ahead. We have a 
snappy show. It starts and finishes on 
time. I like to have it over by 10:30 so 
people don’t have to pay overtime for 
babysitters. We also have a fine security 
System. They make sure that if you 
bring your wife' and kids to the races, 
some drunk isn't going to be slopping 
beer over you. Or using profane lan- 
guage. Because of the clean operation 
we do get a little extra crowd — better 
purse, better gate receipts. 
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“International racing is coming around,” 


CN: How about Hells Angels types? 
AGGIE: They can't even buy a ticket. 
CN: Why are the flattrack races weekly 
and the TT’s once a month? 

AGGIE: People would go to more TT’s, 





“Gripes? The weather!” 


but I feel that if I had any more racing 
than that — about 40 races a year at 
Ascot alone — we’d be overtaxing the 
good people who enjoy going to races 
and couldn’t afford more.I feel the public 
would rather see flattrack than TT’s, so 
I decided on one TT a month and weekly 
flattrack, April to November. Toward the 
end the crowd starts to drop—the season 
might even be too long. But Schooler

investment there. But I would shut it off 
in October. Even the cameraman is tired 
by then. Now there’s even more racing — 
there’s another track. I don’t know how 
they're doing... but somebody's going to 
have to give up. 

CN: How do you feel about racing year- 
round? 

AGGIE: I think there should be at least 
a couple, three months off, to re-do the 
racing equipment. Time to paint *er, or 
build a new motorcycle that might have 
an advantage. A guy should have a 
chance to relax. 

CN: What do you think of the Ascot TV 
program as far as drawing new fans to 
the races? 

AGGIE: Tremendous. I think the TV cov- 
erage really helps. And shows like “Wide 
World of Sports” help ALL racing through- 
out the U.S. Like the Sacramento 20- 
miler. It's a big successful event now, 
but in the beginning it didn’t pay off. I 
lost money. This year I’m making it 25 
miles, which means more prize money. 
CN: Understand you've taken over mans 
agement of the paved mile track in 
Phoenix. Any possibility of motorcycle 
racing there? 

AGGIE: Just car racing for a while, but 
we're not too far off from having a motor- 
cycle road race there. 

CN: Are there any dirt mile tracks avail- 
able in California other than Sacramento? 
AGGIE: No other miles are available. 
I'd like to have a 20-Mile race too, but 
where would I run it? I tried the Phoenix 
mile and lost $10,000 on one race. We 
just didn't have anyone there. It was 
July and so hot. 

CN: What are your plans for Indianapolis 
this year? 

AGGIE: I've got two cars entered — the 
Rev 500 Specials. They're supercharged 
Offys. But the drivers aren't signed to 
contracts yet. 

CN: About your hats...do you have them 
made to order? 

AGGIE: Yes, they are specially made. 
The label says “Made expressly for J.C. 
Agajanian." They are Beaver 100's, made 
in Garland, Texas. I have a standing

COOPER BOOTS 


U.S. Racers of Downey, California, 
are now marketing lightweight road race 
ing boots, designed by the brilliant 
British short circuit star John Cooper. 
Cooper describes the footgear in the 
following manner: 

“І have found these boots very much 
to my liking after wearing them contin- 
uously throughout the 1965 racing sea- 
son. The boots are very light in weight 
but the materials and manufacture are 
exceedingly good giving a wearing 
potential at least equal to those more 
highly priced. I am impressed with the 
kangaroo leather used for the upper of 
the boots, this leather is very light yet 
exceptionally strong and nonestretch, 
the latter giving perfect fit through its 
working life, One point worth special 
mention is that surplus engine oil splash 
does not penetrate through the leather, 
in the past I have had a plastic inner 
lining to prevent this nuisance. The 
padded ankle guards were incorporated 
at my suggestion to help eliminate seri- 
ous injury tothe ankle bones from knocks 
and falls, etc. Other special features to 
note are the spiral steel front support 
which enables the boot to keep the cor 
rect position on the leg when being worn, 
the rubber non-slip grip bonded to the 
leather sole together with the patterned 
rubber toppiece ensures complete safety 
to the rider when push-starting his bike."

SIERRA CLUB WINS 


FOREST VEHICLE REGULATIONS AN- 
NOUNCED FOR SEQUOIA AND INYO NA- 
TIONAL FORESTS 


Trail bike riders and people traveling by 
jeep and other off-road vehicles will be 
limited to “designated vehicle ways” within 
a restricted area of the Sequoia and Inyo 
National Forests, Forest Service Regional 
Forester Charles A. Connaughton announced 
today. In announcing the regulation, which 
will be effective on May 15th, Connaughton 
stated that the action was necessary to pro- 
mote safe travel conditions and to protect 
fragile soils and other watershed values. 
These restrictions have been under study for 
two years, 

These National Forests are located 
in the southern Sierras, east of Porter- 
ville. Involved is a forest area of a half- 
million acres south of the John Muir 
Wilderness and north of Lake Isabella. 
Within this area, which is shown on an 
official map and which will be signed on 
the ground, vehicle users must stay on 
designated vehicle ways. Travel by 
vehicle throughout much of the area has 
been provided for. Some areas which had 
been closed to vehicles in 1965 will be 
open. Certain areas, however, including 
the proposed. Golden Trout Wilderness, 
will remain closed to vehicle travel. 

The new regulation is in response to 
the great increase in vehicle use which 
has been taking place in the last several 
years. For reasons of safety and re- 
source protection some areas are not 
adaptable to vehicle use. For the last 
two years these problems have been 
studied by the Forest Service along with 
conservation groups, vehicle use groups, 
commercial packers, and individuals. A 
public meeting was held in Porterville 
last March 16 during which all previous- 
ly unheard views were received and con- 
sidered. The new regulations are being 
put into effect on May 15. 

The designation of approved routes 
is subject to change as necessary to 
meet the objectives of the regulation. 
Any changes will be shown by signs on 
the vehicle ways. 

Unaffected are the classified areas 
such as the John Muir Wilderness and 
the Domeland Wilderness. Vehicle use 
is prohibited in these areas except for 
emergency missions by government 
agencies. 

The official map shows the boundary 
of the affected area and the designated 
vehicle ways within the area. This map 
is available free of charge from Forest 
Supervisor, Sequoia National Forest, 
P.O. Box 391, Porterville, California 
93257, or from Forest Supervisor, Inyo 
National Forest, Bishop, California 
93514. Copies may also be obtained at 
the Lone Pine Ranger Station, Kernville 
Ranger Station, the Springville Ranger 
Station, the Pinehurst Ranger Station, or 
the Bakersfield Ranger Station in the 
Federal Building. 

Supervisors Joseph T. Radel of the 
Inyo and Lawrence M. Whitfield of the 
Sequoia caution all forest travelers to 
check on condition of roads and trails 
before entering questionable areas. Heavy 
tains have caused extensive damage 
which cannot all be repaired in time for 
summer travel. Travelers should call the 
ranger station nearest their planned 
destination for latest information on road 
and trail conditions.
